Genera) Sheridan passed a bad night, 
having an irregular pulse, a labored 
respiration and being frequently delir- 
ious; since day break, however, and 
especially within the last hour, there 
has been a slight but distinct improve- 
ment in all his symptoms. 


His pulse is 100 and steady. 
The 
oldeum of the legs has gradually sub- 
sided and is now slight. 
He continues 
to take an ample supply of nourishment, 
which seems to be assimilated.

SOBBOW BliSEWHXBE. 


Ghioaoo, May 28 The news concern- 
ing General Sheridan's condition is re- 
ceived with the greatest sorrow here in 
Chicago, where the general was a resi- 
dent from 1869 to 1883. Yesterday the 
services in many of the Chicago churches 
were given a character in harmony with 
the spirit of the national day. 


The different posts of the Graud Army 
of the Republic attended the several 
chnroheb in their oflSciil capacity and 
the sermons were given largely to pa- 
triotic topics. 


Some of these sermons were as stir- 
ring as were the utterances of the men 
who delivered them in war times and in 
all of them there waa a reverent and 
tender reference to General Sheridan. 


One of tne ministers said last evening: 
Chicago 
can never 
forget General 
Sheridan. 
When the city was in flames, 
when men's hearts failed them and ruin 
and desolation stared as in the face, all 
eyes 
were turned to 
him, who we 
honor 
here 
this 
evening. 
We 
feel 
that 
this 
is 
a 
most 
fitting occasion to acknowledge thus 
publicly and in the presence of your 
friends, whom we are proud to welcome 
here to night. 
Your constant Royalty 
to this your chosen city, a loyalty which 
its citia'ins can never forget so long as 
Chicago holds her proud place among 
the chief cities of the union." 


A NEW TITLB. 


New York, May 28.—A Washington 
special Bays: That a bill will probably 
be reported to the senate to-day by the 
military committer giving Sheridan the 
title of general of the army. 


OEX. SEEKIDAN. 


The reticence of those most intimate- 
ly associated with the general delayed 
the publication of a history of his sick- 
ness. He returned from a fatiguing trip 
in the Mississippi valley about two 
weeks ago, and, although he did not feel 
as strong as usual, he went to his office 
in the war department every day till last 
Tuesday. 
On Monday he went home 
on acconnt of illness, and that night was 
seized with terrible pains in his heart. 


Surgeon O'Reilly and a priest were 
snmmoned and the sacrament of ex- 
treme unction was administered, bnt the 
case yielded to medical treatment, and 
on Thursday the general was to go to 
his office, but was restrained by his doc- 
tor. Thursday night tlie heart pains 
returned, and the alarm was renewed, 
and those who had been so secretive 
were obliged to acknowledge that Gen- 
eral Sheridan's condition was and had 
been very alarming. 


His main ailment is what is techni- 
cally known as valvular heart disease, 
and it is understood that as a result of 
his heart trouble he is affected dropsi- 
cally. 
He reclines in an arm chair 
rather than upon a bed, as a measure of 
safety and comfort. 
To those who were 
advised of the real character of the sick- 
ness, the announcement that the gener- 
al was sitting up yesterday was not es- 
pecially comforting. 
It was dangerous 
for him to lie down. 


In the event of General Sheridan's 
death the command of the army will de- 
volve upon the senior major general, 
(ïeneral Sohofield, who is now in 
mand of the division of the MissouH 
with headquarters at New York. 
His 
promotion, however, will carry no in- 
crease of rank, as by the acts of congress 
creating the grades of general and lieu- 
tenant general, these offices were to 
cease upon the death of the officers for 
whom they were created. The grade of 
general was originally established for 
General Grant as a mark of recognition 
for his distinguished and heroic conduct 
during the late war. 


Upon his elevation to the presidential 
chair. General Sherman was placed in 
oomuand of the army, and congress for 
the same motives that prevailed in Gen- 
eral Grant's case, conferred the same 
honor upon him. 
Varions attempts 
have been made in late years to extend 
the same honor to General Sheridan, bnt 


none of the measures proposed got be- 
yond a favorable report by the commit- 
tee. 
This year the house military com- 
mittee refuMd to report the bill. 


THB IiAST BUIiIiBTQI. 


A bulletin issued at 2:30 p. m. says: 
General Sheridan has retained all the 
improvement noted in this morning's 
bulletin, and in addition, his mind has 
grown decidedly clear. 


At 3:20 p. m. Colonel Blunt reported 
the condition of General Sheridan un- 
changed.

Washington, May 28.—The senate 
committee on judiciary this morning 
considered the nomination of Mr. Fuller 
for chief justice, but did not reach a 
conclusion. 


BOSTON COBBETT ESCAPES. 


The Slayer of J. Wilkes Booth Breaks 
Away From a Lnnatie Asylum. 


Topeka, Kas., May 28.—Boston Cor- 
bett, the notorious slayer of J. 
Wilkes 
Booth, President Lincoln's assassin, who 
has been in the state insane asylum here 
for the past month, is now at large. 
Corbett was taken out 
with 
other 
patients for the regular morning exer- 
cise about the grounds, A horse which 
belonged to a visitor stood near the 
buildijQg, saddled and bridled, 
and, 
catching sight of it, Corbett sprang 
from the ranks, unloosed the animal, 
sprang into the saddle and was away be- 
iore the guards could hardly realize 
what had happened. 


Corbett has been more or less violent 
for some time, and he has made numer- 
ODS threats that he would escape and 
would kill the governor, state officers, 
probate judge and others who had any- 
thing 
to 
do 
with 
his 
in- 
carceration. 
A 
guard 
was 
hur- 
riedly 
dispatched 
to 
the 
state 
house to warn the officials. 
The police 
were informed and a policeman and a 
;uard patrolled the grounds until noon, 
[t is supposed now that instead of start- 
ing for the city, Corbett started for his 
home in Cloud county. 
REPUBLICAN TBOUBLE IN VIGO. 


The Harrison and Gresham Factions 
Fail to Agree In Terre Haute. 


Tebbe Haittb, May 28.—The Terre 
Haute Express, which strongly favors 
Judge Gresham's nominaiion for presi- 
dent, personally attacks Joe Cummings, 
secretary of the Vigo county republican 
committee, for an alleged slander of 
their idol. The editorial on the subject, 
which is rather lengthy, goes on to say 
that Cummings' attack on Gresham is 
done with a view of aiding Harrison. 


There is already a bitter fight on in 
the republican ranks in this county. 
Harrison's friends are circulating the re- 
port that Gresham was instrumental 
in the defeat of Blaine in 1884, and also 
bring up the charge of know-nothingism 
a^aiDst him. 
In this connection the 
Express says that the secretary of the 
Vigo county committee lives off cam- 
paign funds, which are raised by the 
supporters of Gresham as well as sup- 
porters of Harrison, and asks of what 
right and for whom he speaks. 


KILLED BT THE LieHTNING. 


A Severe Storm in Hendrieks and a 
Fanner and His Horses KUled. 


Bbownsbxtbo, May 28.—During the 
rain and thunder storm yesterday Frank 
Bursott, a farmer living south of here, 
was struck by lightning while in his barn 
and instantly killed. 
Two horses were

had fallen upon him, and it is thought 
that he was in the act of bridling him 
when killed. The lightning first struck 
the ventilator and completely shattered 
all the timber in the -bam.

NEW BAILKOAD SHOPS. 


The New York, Mahoning and Western 


Looking for a Site. 


The Business Men's exchange 
have an important topic to engage its 
attention to-night, being nothing lees 
than a proposition to locate the main 
shops of the New Tork, Mahoning and 
Western railroad in Fort Wayne. 


Mr. C. W. Haskell, vice president 
and general manager, of the road, with 
Mr. Henry Rause, of Toledo, and Mr. 
W. B. Sterratt, of New York, were 
guests of the Wayne hotel yesterday. 


After enjoying a ride with Mr. A. A. 
Purman, the local solicitor for the com- 
pany, Mr. Haskell and his friends were 
in a talking mood. 


They represent the New York, Ma- 
honing and Western road, the Indiana 
division of which is styled the Ohio, In- 
diana and Missouti railroad company, 
and are nrepared to talk business. 
The 
road is now in course of construction 
from Red Bank, Pa., to Chicago, and in 
ninety days it will reach Fort Wayne. 


The gentlemen are searching for a site 
for their general shops and The Senti- 
NEii representatives obtained from Mr. 
Haskell an idea of their character as fol- 
lows: 


1—Locomotive shops, 
three build- 
ings. 


2—Foundry, 100x200 feet. 
3—Machine shop, 90x200 feet. 
4—Finishing shop, 60x200 feet. 
5—Car shops and carpenter and wood- 
making, 100x300 feet. 


6—Setting up room, 100x180. 
7—Locomotive house, 30 stalls, av- 
eraging 20x60 feet space. 


The majority of the above buildings 
will be brick structures, with a capacity 
of employing 3,000, and actually em- 
ploying 1,800 men from the start. 


Mr. Haskell did not say what the com- 
pany wanted as a bonus, or whether 
they wanted any thing at all, but the 
exchange will name a committee to talk 
with him to-night. 


The line is the shortest between New 
York and Chicago and can reduce rates 
,out of Chicago and this city, compelling 
other lines to meet its terms. 


It would be an excellent eastern con- 
nection for the Wabash, giving it a line 
right into New York. It runs through 
a rich country and is not a paper rail- 
road by any means. 


The advantage to the city of the 
shops of such a line, the gain to the tax 
duplicate and the employment they 
would open to the citizens, need not be 
spoken of; they are apparent,

OLD LAMATENTS! 


One Thousand Old Land Patents F o u i 
After Having Been Missing 
Thirty Tears. 


Minnsapoijb, Minn., May 9 8 ^ T h e 
officers of the St. Croix and LaCroeae 
district land office in Wisconsin, while 
looking over the old records and filings 
in the office at S t Croix, have discovered 
1,000 old land patents which have been 
missing for over thirty yearn. 


The entries for these patents were in 
regular form and thr-v were properly 
issued from the land office in Washing- 
ton, bnt while this was being done the 
district was divided and by some error 
the documents were sent to the wrong 
office and have laid forgotten in the 
vaults ever since. They bear date from 
1860 to 1854 and are signed by President 
James Buchanan. 


In addition to many sections of farm 
land these patents cover much of the 
area of the oity of Eau Claire. 
Their 
discovery relieves a great many property 
holders of the fear of possible litigation 
which hung over the more timid as long 
as the papers vfexe missing«^.

persons actually engaged in the manual 
work of their respective callings are to 
be published. The list is to be carefully 
reviewed each year; no name is to be 
dropped from the register as long as the 
person is known to be engaged in the 
occupation stated, and lopses in the 
by death or other causes are to be 
placed by other names taken from 
same locality. The number of books to 
be published is to be twice the number 
of army and navy registers authorised 
to be published.

HONORS TO TWE SOLDIER DBAD. 


The Heaorial Servlees Held la This Oltj 


Testerday—The Prograa at the 
Hasonte Teaiple. 


The services preliminary to Memorial 
Day, held in this dty yesterday, were of 
an interesting and religions character, 
and thousands of our citixens joined with 
the brave Boys in Blue in ddng honor 
to the heroic dead, and with them they 
will participate in the observance of 
Memorial* Day next Wednesday. 


In the morning the members of the 
Anthony Wayne and Sion 8. Bass posts 
marched in a body to the Thhrd Presby- 
terian church to listen to a special ser- 
mon preaehed to them by Rev. D. 8 
Kennedy, while the George Humphrey 
post and the Fort Wayne Rifles accepted 
a like invitation from Bev. S. A. North- 
rop and attended the First Baptist 
church in a body. 


In the afternoon all the Gruid Army 
posts and the old soldi^s united in me- 
morial services at the Masonic Temple. 
Every seat in that vast edifice was occu 
pied and the audienc« was a magnificent 
one. In the parquet were seated the 
veterans in sea^s reserved for them, 
while the immense audience of ladies 
and gentlemen crowded the other parts 
of the ampitheatre.. 


Hon. F. P. Bandall, the war mayor 
of Fort Wayne, conducted the services 
and announced the numbers of the 
printed program, while the choir, con- 
sisting of Miss Ida Kellogg and Messrs. 
Walter Carver, E. F. YamelJe and Prof. 
H. B. Woolsey, led the singing, which 
was indeed in masters* hands. The pro- 
gram, as carried out, was as follows:

The immense audience joined with 
the ohoir in the singmg of each hymn 
and the walls of the Temple were made 
to resound with the grand music from 
more than a thousand voices. 


The address of Dr. Bams was a mag 
nificent one, masterly in thought rnd 
sentiment, and 
appropriate 
to 
the 
solemnity of the occasion and the day, 
He recounted the early scenes of the 
war of the rebellion and described elo- 
quently the leaving of the father, son 
and brother for the front. 
The Ameri- 
can soldiers, he said, who participated 
in that great struggle, on t>oth sides, had 
no snperiors in all history for courage 
and manly qualities. 


They dropped the pursuits of a peace 
ful life for the duties of a soldier and 
resumed them again as naturally and 
quickly when the war was over. 
They 
passed through the hardships and dan 
gers of camp life and the battle field 
and returned to their homes, with the 
unity of the nation preserved and their 
flag honored, and soon the great mass of 
them were mingling in the active pur- 
suits of busy life. 


He gave a graphic description of the 
dawning of peace and the surrender of 
General Lee, and recounted the scenes 
of rejoicing with which it was received 
by the veterans at the front. One-third 
of that vast army, he said, had fallen in 
the struggle, one-third had pássed away 
since and the balance remain to assist in 
strewing the graves of their fallen com- 
rades with the fresh flowers of Ma;^ 
Soon the last of that heroic army would 
be gone, soon the last old soldier would 
be laid in his grave and none of those 
who participated in the war of the rebel 
lion would remain to tell its story. That 
time, he said, was fast approaching and 
1926 wonld probably witness the death 
of the last old soldier. 


The reverend gentleman delivered his 
address from manuecript, and although 
he labored under the serious difficulty 
of having a very imperfect light on the 
stage, it was admirably done and was 
well received by the large audience 
present. 
It was a grand tribute to the 
dead heroes and a plea to the living to 
lead useful, honored, Christian lives.

The Prefereaeea af Some of the De!«> 
ffatrn to the Hatioaal DOBM- 
aratie CoaTeatioa. 


Sv. 
LOTJIS, Ma, May 27.—Several 
days ago the Poat-Ditpatch 
sent to del- 
egates to the democratic national con- 
vention and to other well informed 
sonrpee in every state and territory in 
the union for information respecting 
vice-presidential preferences, and the 
most probable action of the delegates in 
convention. 
Twenty-two states have 
been heard from up to last night. A 
brief summary of the replies from these 
states is as follows: 


Of New Tork's sixty-eight delegates, 
fifty-one will probably vote for Governor 
Gray, of Indiana. General Black, of 
Illinois, is the general second choice, 
and seventeen of the delegates are for 
him for first choice. Tammany and the 
county democracy are almost unanimous 
for Gray. 


Missouri—After W. B. Morrison, of 
Illinois, as first choice the del^ation 
will go for Gray, in consequence of 
Black's course toward Morrison. 


Kansas is divided between Gray and 
Black, but the delegates are chiefly for 
Gray. 


Oregon delegates, after Governor Pen- 
noyer as first choice, are for a western 
man. 


Nevada is for a protectionist. 
Massachusetts is first for P. A. Col- 
lins, and then for either F. O. Prince or 
Judge Abbott 


Ohio is nearly equally divided be- 
tween Gray and Black. 


Connecticnt is for a westem man. 
Nebraska is for General Stevenson, of 
Wisconsin, first and then for either 
Gray or Black. 


South Carolina prefers an Indiana 
man. 


Michigan offers a majority for General 
Black. 


Georgia will give its whole delegation 
to Governor Gray. 


Indiana is instructed for Gray. 
Maryland prefers Gray to anybody 
else. 


Virginia Is first for Govemor Lee and 
then for Stevenson or Gray. 


Iowa's personal preferences are Gray 
9; Black, 17, but will vote solid for Oray 
if it is evident that the administration 
favors him. 


Kentucky prefers Stevenson, but will 
vote for Gray or Black, with the chances 
in favor of Gray. 


Illinois'preferences are: 
Black, 16 
Morrison, 7; Stevenson, 2; Gray, 
against Black, but not committed to any 
other candidate, 9. 


New Hampshire leans toward Gray. 
Colorado inclines toward Black. 
Mississippi is chiefly for Black. 
Texas is instructed for Mills, and 
for Gray as second choice. 


Pennsylvania has a majority for Gray.

The Toes of Presidents. 


iTiere is an old chiropodist in Wash- 
ington who has doctored the corns of 
all the great men in the country for 
the last third of a century. 
I asked 
him the otherday how many Presi- 
dents liad sat in his chair. 


"Let me see," he answered. 
"I be- 
lieve I have had ever one of them since 
the' time of Buchanan. 
I came to 
Washington in his administration, but 
had not much practice then. 
People 
used to doctor their own corns. Sev- 
eral times a year I went to the White 
House while Lincoln was there. 
Both 
he and his wife had very troublesome 
feet. While I was operating on Lin- 
coln once, he admitted a delegation of 
clergymen who had come to see him 
about extending the work of the Christ- 
ian Commission in the army. 
They 
were very much astonished when they 
were shown into the room where he sat 
on a table with his bare feet upon a 
chair, and I do not know of any other 
President who would have received so 
dignified a delegation under similar 
circumstances, but his time was very 
valuable and he did not want to keep 
them waiting. He told a number of 
funny stories about his experience with 
corns and bunions, and very soon the 
Doctors of Pivinity recovered from 
their astonishment and began to ex- 
change views on the subject. Then 
they sobered down and presented their 
case to IVIr Lincoln, who promised to 
issue the order they wanted. 


"At another time I was with him 
when Secretary Stanton came over 
from the War Department with the 
news of a great victory, and the Presi- 
dent was so pleased that he jumped 
around the room with his bare feet like 
a b ^ . 


"I never had much to do with John- 
son, and never treated him but once. 
Grant had very good feet 
They were 
quite small for a man of his build, and 
he had little trouble with them. I do 
not remember having 
treated him 
more than three or four times while he 
was President, although after he went 
out of office he came down here on sev- 
eral occasions, ^ e was visiting Gen. 
Beale. I believe it was after his trip 
around the world. 


"Hayes sent for me only once, but 
Gariield was a regular customer all the 
while he was in Congress, and after 
he became President I suppose I have 
his name twenty or thirty times on my 
books. He was always troubled with 
corns. The day before he was assassi- 
nated a colored'man in footman's livery 
came into my office and asked if I 
could treat Gen. Garfield at once, as ho 
was to leave ti)wu the next day. I had 
a patient in the chair, but he kindly 
consented to give way for the Presi- 
dent, who then came up, and was 
here for half an hour. Arthur never 
had any trouble with his feet—he al- 
ways was very careful about his shoes 
—but I was sent for several times while 
he was President to treat members of 
his family or guests."—Lewiston JouV' 
naU

ess hazardous for a dozen law-abiding 
citizens to meet at regular intervals in 
a private house for the discussion of 
public questions. 
Section 320 of Title 
IV.. declares that 'Persons guiltyofbe- 
longing to a society which employs aiïy 
means whatever to conceal from the 
Government its existence, its nature, 
or its aims, or to keep secret its meet- 
ings, the subject of its deliberations, or 
the relations between its members, or 
a society which secretly disseminates 
any doctrines whatever, shall be im- 
prisoned in a fortress for not less than 
four nor more than eight months, or in 
a prison for not less than one nor more 
than three weeks, according to the cir- 
cumstances of the case.' 


"Of course, persons who meet regu- 
larly for any purpose in a private house 
render themselves liable to an ac- 
cusation based upon this section. As 
soon as their meetings attract the at- 
tention of the secret police, they are 
made the subject of an official exami- 
nation, which almost 
always leads 
to consequences more or less un- 
pleasant for tlie participants. 
I know 
a group of genthîmen in St. Petersburg 
who meet at stated intervals for the 
discussion of public affairs, and who, 
although tliey are neither conspirators 
nor revolutionists, sp«;nd the evening 
in making a pretens« of gambling, in 
order that neither the servants nor the 
police may suspect them of secret 
machinations. In the eyes of the Gov 
ernment a club of gamblers is a safe 
and innocent organization, but a pri- 
vate debating society is a dangerous 
menace to social order and to the rights 
and privileges of the Supremo Author-

There is an old chiropodist in Wash- 


ington who has doctored tha corns of 
all the great men in the cpaf,try tor 
the last third of a century. I asked 
him the oUierdav how many Presi- 
dent* had sat in his chair. 


VLet me see," he answered, .'^be- 


lieve I have had ever one of them since 
the'time of Buchanan. I came to 
Washington in his administration, but 
had not much practice then. People 
used to doctor their own corns. Sev- 
eral times a year I went to the White 
House while Lincoln was there. Both 
he and his wife had very troublesome 
feet. While I was operating on Lin- 
coln once, he admitted a delegation of 
clergymen who had come to see him 
about extendingthe work of the Christ- 
lam Commission In the army. They 
were very much astonished when they 
were shown into the room where he sat 
on a table with his bare feet upon a 
chair, and I do not know of any other 
President who would hare received so 
dignified a delegation under similar 
circumstanced, but his time was very 
valuable and he did not want to keep 
them waiting. He told a number of 
funny stories about his experience with 
corns and bunions, and Tory soon the 
Doctors of Divinity recovered from 
their astonishment and began to ex- 
change views on the subject Then 
they sobered down and presented their 
case to Mr Lincoln, who promised to 
Issue the order they wanted. 
• 
"At another time I was with him 


when; Secretary Stanton .oame, over 
from the War Department' with the 
news of a great victory, and the Presi- 
dent was so pleased that he Jumped 
around the room with his bare feet like 


'' ''/never had much to do with John- 
son,' and never treated him but once. 
Grant h'ad very good feet They were 
auite small for a man of his build, and 
he had little trouble with them. I do 
not remember having treated him 
more than three or four times while he 
was President, although after he went 
out of office he came down here on sev- 
eral occasions. -He was visiting Gen. 
Beale. I believe it was after his trip 
around the world. 


•'Hayes sent for me only once, rat 


Garfield was a regular customer all the 
while he was in .Congress, and after 
he became President I suppose I have 
his name twenty or thirty times on my 
books. -He was always troubled with 
corns. The day before he was assassi- 
nated a colored man in footman's livery 
came into my office;and: asked. if I 
could treat Gen/Gal-field at once, aa he 
was to leave town thenext day.. I had 
a patient in the .chair, but he kindly 
consented to give way for the Presi- 
dent, who then came up, and was 
here for half an hour. Arthur never 
had any trouble with his feet—he al- 
ways was very careful; about his shoes 
—but I was sent for several timeswhile 
he was President to treat members of 
hit family OT guests."—Lewiiton Jwr-

Section 820 of Title 
IV.. declares that -Persons guilty of bo- 
longing to a society which employs any 
means whatever to conceal from the 
Government its existence, its nature, 
or it* aims, or to keep secret .its • meet* 
ings, the subject of its deliberations, or 
the relations between its members, or 
a society which secretly disseminates 
any doctrines whatever, shall be im- 
prisoned in a fortress for not less than 
four hor more than eight months, or in 
a prison for not less than one nor more 
than three weeks, according to the cir- 
cumstances of the case.' 


"Of course, persons who meet regu- 
larly for any purpose in aprivatohonse 
render themselves liable to an ac- 
cusation based upon this section. As 
soon as their meetings attract the at- 
.tention of the secret police, they are 
made the subject of an official exami- 
nation, which almost always leads 
to consequences more or' less un- 
pleasant for the participants. I know 
a group of gentlemen in St. Petersburg 
who meet at stated intervals for the 
discussion of publlo affairs* and who, 
although they are neither conspirators 
nor revolutionists, spend the evening 
in making a prctenss of gambling, in 
order that neither the servants nor the 
police may suspect them of secret 
machinations. In the eyes.of the Gov- 
ernment a club of gamblers is a safe 
and innocent organization, but a pri- 
vate debating society is a dangerous 
menace to social order and to the rights 
and privileges of the Supreme Author- 
ity.*
